pra lercas Charles Palmer, late of Arborfield, in the County 
SIA of Berks, Doctor of Phy ſick, deceaſed, made his laſt Will 
and Teſtament in Writing, bearing Date on or about the 
Third Day of March One thouſand Seven hundred and 
© Elcycn; and thereby, after having given and bequeathed 
the next Preſentation of the Rectory of Finchamſtead, in 
: the County of Berks, unto ſuch Perſon or Perſons as he 
the ſaid Teſtator, by any Writing under his Hand and Scal executed, as is 
therein mentioned, or by Word of Mouth, in the Preſence of Two credible 
Witneſſes, ſhould direct and appoint 3 and, for want of ſuch Direction or 
Appointment, unto Edward Standen, Eſquire, Son of his the ſaid Teſtator's 
Wife Ann Palmer, he gave and deviſed the alternative Preſentation of the 
Advowſon and Rectory of Finchamſtead aforeſaid, after the next Turn, 
unto the Principal for the Time being, for ever, of Saint Mary Magdalen- 
Hall, in the Univerſity of Oxford, provided the ſaid Principal ſhould be a 
Perſon in Holy Orders; and in caſe the Principal, for the Time being, 
ſhould not be in Holy Orders, then he gave and bequeathed the ſame to the 
Vice-Principal for the Time being of the ſaid Hall, for ever, that ſhould be 
in Holy Orders; and in caſe the Vice-Principal for the Time bcing ſhould 
not be in Holy Orders, then he gave and deviſed the ſame unto the next 
Senior Maſter of Arts of the ſaid Hall, for the Time being, that ſhould be 
in Holy Orders; and ſo to continue ſucceſſively for ever: 


And whereas Ellis Saint John, Clerk, in his own Right, and the De- 
viſces in Perpetuity, under the ſaid Will, are together intitled to the per- 
petual Advowſon of the ſaid Rectory and Church, as Tenants in common; 
and to preſent alternately to the ſaid Church and Living, the next Turn or 
Preſentation belonging to the Principal of the ſaid Hall:

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And whereas by Articles of Agreement, made the Fourth Day of Jans- 
ary One thouſand Seven hundred and Fifty-five, between William Deniſon 
the elder, Clerk, Principal of Saint Mary Magdalen Hall, in the Univer- 
ſity of Oxford, aforeſaid, John Allen, Clerk, Vice-Principal, and Milliam 
Deni ſon the younger, Clerk, Senior Maſter of Arts of Saint Mary Magaa- 
len- Hall, aforeſaid, of the Firſt Part; George Huddesford, Doctor of Di- 
vinity, Vice-Chancellor of the ſame Univerſity, and Viſitor of Saint Mary 
Magdalen-Hall aforeſaid, of the Second Part; and the ſaid Ellis Saint John, 
of the Third Part; after reciting; or taking Notice of, the ſaid Will ot the 
ſaid Charles Palmer, and that the ſaid Ellis Saint Fohn was ſeiſed in Fee- 
fittiple of and in the Advowſon of the Rectory, Parſonage, and Pariſh 
Church, of South Moreton, in the County of Berks; and that the ſaid Prin- 
cipal of Magdalen- Hall, with the Approbation of the ſaid Vice-Chancellor 
and Viſitor of the ſaid Hall, had agreed with the ſaid Ellis Saint John, to 
exchange the ſaid alternate Preſentation of, in, and to, the ſaid Rectory and 
Pariſh-Church of Finchamſtead aforeſaid, for the Advowſon of the ſaid 
Rectory, Parſonage, and Pariſh Church, of South Moreton aforeſaid; and 
that for the eſtabliſhing and making effectual ſuch Exchange, an Act of Par- 
liament ſhould be procured, at the Coſts of the ſaid Ellis Saint Fohn ; it 
was witneſſed by the ſaid Articles, and thereby mutually covenanted and 
agreed, by and between the ſaid Principal, Vice- Principal, and Senior Maſter 
of Arts, of the ſaid Hall, and the faid Vice-Chancellor, and the ſaid Ellis 
Saint John, That they would reſpectively uſe their beſt Endeavours for ob- 
taining an Act of Parliament for the veſting the ſaid Advowſon and Right 
of Preſentation of, in, and to, the ſaid Rectory, Parſonage, and Pariſh 
Church, of South Moreton aforeſaid, in the ſaid Chancellor, Maſter, nd 
Scholars, and their Succeſſors, upon ſuch Truſts as are declared by the W ill 
of the ſaid Charles Palmer, concerning the alternate Preſentation of the ſaid 
Advowſon and Rectory of Finchamſtead aforeſaid, and for veſting the ſaid 
alternate Preſentation of, in, and to, the ſaid Refory and Pariſh Church of 
Finchamſtead aforeſaid, in the ſaid Ellis Saint ohn, his Heirs and Aſſigns : 


But although ſuch Exchange, fo propoſed and agreed upon, would be 
for the mutual Convenience, Benefit, and Advantage, of the faid College, 
Houſe, or Hall, and the ſaid Ellis aint John; Pet the fame cannot be 
eſtabliſned, and rendered effectual, without the Aid and Authority of an Act

Ind it 1s hereby further Tnatted, That in Licu of, and Exchange for, 
the ſaid Moicty of the Advowſon and alternate Preſentation of, in, and to, 
the ſaid Rectory and Church of Finchamſtead, hereby veſted in the ſald Ellis 
aint John, as aforeſaid, all that the Advowſon, Donation, free Diſpoſition, 
or Right of Preſentation, of, in, and to, the Rectory and Pariſh Church of 
South Moreton aforeſaid, in the County of Berks ; and the Reverſion and
